Just over twenty years ago Yuldash Saburov, 
a young man from U/.helilstan, loll In love with 
Tamoia, n Russian girl. They go! mauled and 
stalled off Iholr married life ou the Belaya Dacha 
elate farm, near Moscow. They now have twelve 
rlilldrcn. You see the Saburov family In the pholo 
(with the exclusion of the two eldest children). 
The tun eldest girls graduated from secondary 
special schools; one works as a saleswoman, 
while Hie other la a pharmaceutist. The son Yura 
Is doing Ills service In lire Soviet Army. Six 
children arc ul school, while the little ones go to 
tho kindergarten where their mother works. 
Their lather la a traitor-driver. As a large (amity 
(and In the Soviet Union this means a family ol 
four or more children) the Sabuiovs enjoy a num- 
ber ol privileges. They do not have lo pay rent, 
rales or medical expenses. Their youngest chll- 


dieu go free to kindergartens, nud this costs the 
slate about 1,500 roubles per child per year. The 
schoolchildren are given tree Umehes uiul don't 
have (o pay expenses at summer pioneer ramps. 
In addition, tho lamlly receives a grant of about 
a 100 roubles por month. 

Thl& grant goes up lor every additional child. 
The mother tif a newly born baby gels long pe- 
riod paid leave and her job Is kepi (or her. In 
the 11 ill tlve-ycar plan period, a mother will 
qualify for partially paid leave until her baby Is 
ono year old. She can also lake additional unpaid 
leave until the child Is 18 months old. In the In-, 
tme It Is planned lo extend this leave until tha 
child Is two. A job seniority record Is kopl. 

A mother ol many can retire at 50—5 years 
earlier than Ihe official - pensionable age lor 
women In the USSR. 


SIBERIAN STURGEON FOR THE VOLGA 


Fertilized sturgeon spawn 
from the Lena River In Siberia 
were down recently to the Vol- 
ga at the request of the Kuiby- 
shev fish stock authorities. 

Although such an operation 
Is complicated, the expense Is 
considered worthwhile tor it 
will enable tha Volga River lo 


re-eslebllsh Its reputation as a 
famous supplier of caviar. 

The Caspian sturgeon Is 
today only caught at the river 
mouth. The chain of hydros 
built on tha Volga, resulted In 
the disappearance of the slur- 
geou'i natural spawning grounds 
and tha hah disappeared from the 


upper and middle readies of 

the river. Unlike tho Volga 

variety, the Lena sLurgeon does 
not migrate and grows several 
times faster hi the warmer 

water than back in Siberia. 

The above (actors give ’good 
grounds for Ihe hope that the 
Lena sturgeon will adapt well 
lo Ihe Volga and Hs reservoirs.
